Regents  Accept  $536,720  Bid  for  Student 
Union  Building,  Men's  and  Women's  Dormitories 


Nodaway  Valley  Bank  Has 
Bond  Contract;  Thomas

The  bell  rang  the  news  to  the 
student  body  October  10,  acclaiming 
throughout  the  campus  that  the 
Board  of  Regents  of  Northwest  Mis¬ 
souri  State  College  had  awarded 
contracts  for  the  construction  of 
three  new  buildings. 

The  three  buildings  to  be  con¬ 
structed  on  the  College  grounds  arb 
a  women’s  dormitory,  a  men's  dor¬ 
mitory,  and  a  student  union  build¬ 
ing;  the  contractor  is  the  Thomas 
Construction  Company  of  St.  Jo¬ 
seph  and  Maryville  which  had  the 
low  bid  of  $536,720. 

The  three  buildings  to  be  con¬ 
structed  on  the  college  grounds  are 
a  women’s  dormitory,  a  men's  dorm¬ 
itory  and  a  student  union  building. 

The  Nodaway  Valley  Bank  of 
Maryville  and  the  Soden-Zahner 
company  of  Kansas  City  were 
awarded  contracts  for  the  College 
bonds  with  a  bid  of  $79,876.50. 

Bids  Opened  This  Morning 

Bids  were  opened  October  10  at 
a  public  meeting  at  the  College 
which  was  attended  by  about  35  per¬ 
sons  representing  local  banks  and 
insurance  companies.  Four  construc¬ 
tion  companies  made  combined  bids 
on  the  three  buildings.

Baycrl  are  the  architects  of  the  new 
buildings  to  be  constructed  by  the 
Thomas  Construction  Company.

Tli is  year  must  also  be  a  continu¬ 
ance  of  a  tradition  begun  following 
the  war.  Maryville  in  battle  this 
Saturday  afternoon  against  the  Col¬ 
lege  of  Emporia  accepts  the  new 
burden  of  not  being  defeated  in  a 
Homecoming  encounter  since  1948 
when  this  annual  fall  affair  really 
took  form. 

Following  the  war  years  the  Col¬ 
lege  rejuvenated  a  policy  long  for¬ 
gotten  by  Bearcats— that  of  having 
Homecoming. 

The  affair  in  1946  proved  stimul¬ 
ating  to  the  football  players  and 
Maryville  tromped  home  a  7-0  win¬ 
ner  over  the  Springfield  Teachers. 
The  next  year,  however,  the  Bear¬ 
cats  were  stymied  into  a  scoreless  . 
tie  with  the  Indians  from  Cape  Gir¬ 
ardeau. 

Extra  Point  Wins  Game 
Kirksvllle  appeared  in  1948  for 
that  gala  Homecoming  and  went 
home  very  unhappy  because  of  a 
13-12  score  imposed  upon  them  by 
the  accuracy  of  one  extra  point. 

Again  the  Indians  invaded  green 
and  white  territory  for  another 
Homecoming  battle  last  year  and 
were  revengefully  defeated  41-14  by 
a  desperately  energetic  football 
team  seeking  a  conference  cham¬ 
pionship. 

And  this  year  it  is  the  College  of 
Emporia,  a  non-conference  oppon¬ 
ent  who  played  the  Bearcats  last 
year  in  early  season  and  lost  21-0. 
This  year  they  will  have  to  face 
a  more  spirited  and  a  more  energet¬ 
ic  squad  than  they  encountered  last 
year. 

Passing  Plays  Are  Important 
A  combination  of  Richey-James 
in  passing  plays  was  too  much  for 
the  Emporians  last  year,  and  with 
Coach  Milner  stressing  an  aerial 
attack  with  Richey  throwing  again, 
the  College  of  Emporia  is  expected 
to  meet  a  fate  simillar  to  that  which 
sent  them  down  into  defeat  in  ’49. 

Warrcnsburg,  reputed  to  be  the 
powerhouse  of  the  MIAA,  barely 
edged  out  the  Emporians  in  a  26- 
20  contest.  The  Mules  previously 
had  beaten  Southwestern  Kansas 
49-7,  and  since  that  game  have  tak¬ 
en  St.  Benedict’s  20-6  and  Cape 
Girardeau  20-2  to  remain  undefeat¬ 
ed.  Thus  far  the  College  of  Emporia 
has  been  the  only  team  to  score 
more  than  one  .touchdown;  it  has 
also  been  the  only  team  to  allow 
Warrcnsburg  more  than  twenty 
points. 

Max  Hochenauer  Is  New 
Mayor  of  Men’s  Quads 

One  of  the  most  refreshing  po¬ 
litical  figures  to  appear  on  this 
campus  is  Mux  Jacobs  Hochenauer, 
better  known  to  some  as  the  “Wa¬ 
bash  Cannonball."  Max  acquired 
his  fame  by  being  elected  mayor 
of  the  Quads  in  a  recent  election 
Max  came  to  Maryville  Iron;
